Residents of seaboard towns 


are now more secure against 
possible air raids than they have 
been at any time in the last de- 
cade, army officials assert. One 
important result of the 
recent 


extraordinary 
Improvement hi 


anti-aircraft armament and fir- 
ing control is the increased con- 
fidence it has given military au- 
thorities that they can protect 
key points, including the treas- 
ury, 
Panama* Canal locks and 


coastal fortifications, 
against 


serious damage from bombing 
attacks. 


This situation was revealed to 


the United Press today by Major 
General Clarence C. Williams, 
chief of army ordinance. 


Williams made no claim that 


these key structures have been 
absolutely guaranteed 
against 


bombers, but made it clear that 
the mance of the death-dealing 
flying machines had been reduc- 
ed: 


"So long as an enemy airman 


is intent on dropping bombs on 
a certain building or military 
site," be said, -there isn't any- 
body on earth who can stop him 
from trying. But we feel we are 
in a position to keep him from 
doing any really serious dam- 
age." 


It would be more difficult to 


protect entire* cities from air 
raids, Williams pointed out, be- 
cause of their size. 
| Protection for thickly popula- 
ted centers has, however, been 
greatly enhanced by the perfec- 
tion two months ago of a mobile 
carriage for the new 3-inch anti- 
aircraft gun, the principal wea- 
pon used against bombardment 
planes. The new equipment can 
be rushed on short notice to any 
part of a city or fortification 
likly to be bombed.

THAT "RIPPER BILL" GANG AGAIN 


Automobile owners of Rush county and the 


etate, should express much concern over^ the ap- 
proaching changes In various departments of 
the stsfte, which will take place early next month. 


Two departments — the highway commis- 


sion and the state conservation department — 
are to be affected and each of these department* 
are closely related to every automobile owner. 


Indiana had one of the finest highway pro- 


gram* which is now carried out, of any state In 
the country, and a change may alter that pro- 
gram to such a degree that good roads and paved 
highways may be given a much lesser degree of 
attention. 


Automobile owners have at their disposal 


state parks, under the supervision of the con- 
•servation department, and with these 
good 


roads, the parks and recreation grounds of the 
state are easily accessible. 


Charles Ziegler of Attica, chairman of the 


highway commission will be replaced next month. 
When he quits, the position now held by John D. 
Williams, as director of the highways, will be in 
question. 
Considerable uncertainty surrounds 


the reappointment of Stanley Coulter on the 
conservation commission. These two gentlemen 
have persistently "nailed down" these two de- 
partments so 'that the old "Ripper Bin" gang 
could not get control. 


With Mr. Ziegler removed, it has been point- 


ed out. that Mr. Williams will also probably be 
given "some other position, more remote frottt 
the highway department." 
^ Mr. Wiiliams has clung to the highway post 
for several years, despite efforts to have him 
ousted with fraud indictments, when it was re- 
ported r-ound the state that this department 
was one in which a considerable amount of 
money could be obtained for other purposes by 
Individuals and other departments. 


This highway position is one hi which every 


^automobile owner should take an interest. Un- 
less there is someone appointed who can be 
trusted to carry out the program in this state, 
then there will be a great calamity for all mo- 
torists. It will take several years of training to 
get a director with the qualifications of Mr. Wil- 
liams. In the meantime, the highways of Indi- 
ana would suffer tremendously by the "experi- 
ments" of a new director. 


Jesse Murden, a politician from Peru, and

Horace J. Donnelly, Solicitor of 
the Postofflce Department, has 
unofficially become the national 
censor on games of chance— as 
played through the mails. 


Millions of dollars are saved 


gullible Americans annually by 
fraud orders issued by the Soli- 
citor, on rulings on what con- 
stitute lottery and gift enter- 
prises. 
Donnelly's greatest difficulty is 


to inform the public tnat news- 
papers are prohibited from print- 
ing the winning numbers of con- 
tests for prises, held by charits* 
ble organizations,-churches or 
philanthropists. 


He explained the Penal Code 


of the United States is 
very 


strict about games of chance. 
Section 213 of the law was re- 
vised by Congress in 1909 so as 
to prevent any loophole for pro- 
fessional gamesters. 


Donnelly said worthy organi- 


zations that operate community 
enterprises to raise funds f Of 
church or chaYity relief can nut 
understand why newspapers re- 
fuse to print winning numbers of 
loteries or any details about the 
enterprises. 


He explained the Penal Law, 


prohibted such publication and 
read section 213 of the Code as 
follows: 


-No letter, package, postal card 


or circular concerning any tot- 
tery, gift enterprise, or similar 
scheme offering prizes dependent 
in the, whole or in part upon lot 
or chance, and no lottery ticket, 
chance share, or interest in or 
dependent upon-the event of a 
lottery, gift enterprise or similar 
scheme offering prizes dependent 
in whole or in, part upon lot or 
chance, and no check, draft, bill, 
money, postal note; or money or- 
der for the purchase of 
any 


ticket or part thereof, circular 
pamphlet, or publication of any 
kind containing any advertise- 
ment of any tottery, gift, enter- 
prise, or scheme, of any kind 
offering prizes dependent 
in 


whole or In part upon lot or 
chance or conta<TT1"g any list of 
the prizes drawn or awarded by 
means or any such lottery, gift 
enterprise or scheme 
whether 


said list contains any part or all 
of such prizes shall be deposited 
in or carried by the mails of 
the United States or be delivered 
to any postmaster or letter car- 
rier." 


Donelly said all violators of 


this statute were subject to a 
fine of $1,000 or two years im- 
prisonment, or both at the dis- 
cretion of the courts.
